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HORSE vs. OX LABOR 


Mr: R. B. Shepard, of Mount Vernon; 
Jnd., thus sums up the arguments on this 
much-debated question :— 

“ This subject has been treated of often 
by agricultural writers, but, like jallvother 
agricultural subjects, it cannot be oF 
upon too often. The question is often, , 
which pay the farmer best for all kinds of 
farm work, the horse or ox? Some bold 
for the ox, but still more for the horre. Let 
us examine the relative merits of each. 

ir of good farm horses will cost 8300 ; 
he | double-trees and breast-yoke will 
cost $30, making in all $330 for the cost of 
the horses. The price generally paid for a 

yoke of oxen is about $150; yoke and 
chain $10, making $160 for the oxen. Now 
let us see what it will cost for keeping each 
ten years, or the working life of each. To 
commence, we said the horses cost $330; 
the interest on the money, at six per cent, in 
ten years would be $200 ; the shoeing would 
cost $15, or $150 for ten years; for feed 
wil) take $150 a year, or $1,500 for ten 
years, amounting in all, for the firet cost, 
interest, shoeing and feed of horses, to 
$2,045. But let us examine the other side 
of the question, or the oxen. One hundred 
and sixty dollars for the first cost of the 
oxen ; interest at six per cent, for ten years, 
amounts to $96; the feed will cost two- 
thirds as much as the feed of the horses 
which will be $1000. For the oxen the 
whole amount of the cost, interest, and feed 
is $1,256, against $2,045 on the horses’ 
side. Besides this, the oxen are constantly 
increasing in value until they are twelve 
years of age. On the other hand, the 
ene are decreasing in value from the time 
they are eight years old. A yoke of oxen 
at twelve years old, are worth two-thirds of 
their working value for beef; but what is a 
air of stiff. worn out and broken down 
tees worth? Searcely anything, except 
for the manure heap. Suppose one of your 
horses gets his leg broken, the only thing 
that could be done would be to shoot him 
or pay a large bill for his cure. But let old 
“ Bright” get his leg broken, or suffer any 
injury that would make him unfit for use, 
and you can readily get the market price for 
him for beef, just the same as if he was all 
right. Why is it, then, that there is so 
small an amount of ox labor used as com- 
pared with that of horses? It is simply 
this: that we do not know how to drive 
them. Give a hired hand a yoke of cattle 
to work, and in less than a week he will have 
his lungs nearly exhausted by yelping, 
aqualling, and whooping, whi h there is no 
need of. It only tends to worry tnem 
and get them scared. have seen my 
futher drive oxen all day long with a little 
ewitch for a whip, and he would never 
speak above his ordinary tone. When 
traveling on public roads, horses are superior 
to oxen, but for work on the farm, such as 
hauling manure and grain, ploughing, etc., 
‘oxen will do as much as horses. They will 
plourh as many acres of land, and as well, 
aul as many tons of manure and grain, 
and haul larger logs and more of them. 
Oxen are hardier than horses, or they could 
not stand the treatment they receive. 
When driving they are subjected to a heavy 
goad, which horses are not. They do not 
know what a currycomb and brush are. 
They are freer from disease than horses are. 
One of the great objections urged against 
oxen is that they cannot stand the heat. 
True, they cannot stand it at neonday ir 
midsummer, neither can any other farm 
stock then stand it well. Did you ever no- 
tice a pair of work horses when taken out 
at dinner time, after having worked steady 
all the forenoon of a hot summer day? I 
think if you did you would have seen some- 
thing that could not stand the heat much 
better than cattle. If you will let the cattle 
rest during the heat of the day, bring them 
out in the morning when it is cool, work 
them until ten o'clock and let them rest 
until the heat goes off, and take them out 
at two o'clock and they will do good 
work. Another objection against oxen is 
the slowness with which they move. Some 
cattle are unusually slow, it is true, but this 
is owing to the way in which they were 
broken. They are made to carry a heavy 
yoke (fit only for older and full-grown oxen) 
and Litehed to a heavy cart when too young, 
by boys that know nothing about breaking 
oxen. Cattle that are properly broke and 
made to step quick are nearly as fast as 
horses. Sir John Sinclair says that ox- 
teams upon the farms of Wooden and Mel- 
len er, ‘when alung with horse ploughs, 
never lose a turn.’ In the trials of horse 
and »x labor in England, in some casee the 
ox was said to be equal to the horse in work- 
ing qualities; in others the ox was pro- 
nounced decidedly superior. Ex-Governor 
Hill of New Hampshire, says :— I have at 


this time cattle of my own raising which 
have been taught to step quickly, and, having 


been worked in the same team with horses 
will travel as fast and plough as much in a 
day as the same number of horses. A 
pair of these oxen will ploug one and a half 
to two acres in a day, working eight hours.’ 
Oxen, well fed with hay and a portion of In- 
dian corn or meal, will, in the heat of sum- 
mer, stand it to work from eight to ten hours, 
My father owned a yoke of cattle a few years 
ago, that would plough as much as a span 
of horses, and travel on the road nearly as 
fast. They were not treated as well as 
the horses; if they had been, I have no 
doubt but they could stand up to more and 
heavier work than horses. 1 do not advo- 
cate the keeping of oxen on a farm to the 
exclusion of horses. If a farmer is able to 
keep but one team, he had better keep oxen, 
but if he has work for two teams he can keep 
one at cattle and one of horses with profit. 
Again, if he has too much work for one 
team and not enough for two, keep a yoke of 
oxen and a horse, the oxen to break the 
land and get it in order, the horse to tend it. 
There are, of course, many things to be done 
on a farm that cannot be done as well with 
oxen as with horses, such as ploughing corn, 
potatoes, riding, ete.” — Wilkes’ Spirit of the 
Times.

GRAFTING THE GRAPE. 


Take a vine in the spring, before the sap 
starts, saw it off two or three feet above the 
ground, then take melted rosin and tallow— 
simmering together—and apply hot to the 
stump of the vine to prevent its bleeding. 
Should the sap flow too treely, burn the top 
of the stump with a hot iron, and then apply 
the meltea wax. 

After the sap begins to circulate, as 
evinced by the swelling of the buds, witn a 
ximilet near the sige of the sciuns you wish 
to insert, bore one or more holes in the vine 
Just above the collar. Measure the depth 
of the gimlet hole, and whittle the scion so 
that when pressed it will not quite reach the 
end of the hole, but will fit in tightly. In- 
fert as many scions as the vine may require, 
and apply a little wax to their ends. 

In the epring of 1872 we had a vine we 
thought of digging up and throwing away, 
but concluded to try an experiment in graft- 
ing. We putin one scion of two-year-old 
wood, and one of one year’s growth, Both 
scions started, one got killed, the other 
grew vigorously, by tne help of a ball of 
moist loam, and by rubhing off the buds or 
suckers, to encourage the new growing vine, 
at the height of two or three feet. In one 
week's time it grew over twenty-one inches, 
and during the season over twelve feet, be- 
sides the numerous side branches—a growth 
from one bud that ought to satisfy any one. 

I tried cleft-grafting, but never could suc- 
ceed, because I could not confine the sap— 
it would all run to wast». By this new way 
I find that I ean control the sap, and compel 
It to flow into the scion that is held so firmly 
in the stock.—Am. Rural Home.

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THE ENGLISH HARVEST. 


There appeara to be a great delay in pub- 
lishing the usual summary of the agricultur. 
al returns, but even without ‘the ‘assistance 
in regard to area under crop which this eum- 
mary gives, there can be little, difficulty in 

to.a conclusion respecting 
the harvest of the present year, and the con- 
sequent results to be expected _ There is, 
in the first place, a large deficieney in the 
harvest. The area under wheat is ‘believed, 
on fairly good grounds, to be under. the aver- 
age ; and the excellence of quality whieh was 
believed to exist, and which would have been 
& partial compensation for other deficiencies, 
is no longer so“ certain as it seemed a little 
while ago ; a considerable part of the cro 
will at any rate be deficient in quality as well 
asin other respects. Altogether, the defi- 
ciency in the harvest will probably be greater 
than last year’s deficiency. Of itself this 
would hardly be alarming, Aad last year’s 
experience showed that a large deficiency 
could be supplied from abroad without any 
excessive enhancement of price ; but the con- 
ditions of the foreign supply are materially 
changed from last year. The great corn- 
growing countries— Russia, America, Hun- 
gary, and the Danubian Provinces—have on 
the average their usual surplus to spare; but 
this difference has arisen, that France, which 
last year was a seller of wheat, will now be 
a purchaser. 

We have more than once pointed out how 
important it was to last year’s price that 
France was not a competitor with us in the 
markets of the world, but could assist in 
supplying our needs. Usually the French 
harvest is deficient when ours is deficient, 
and consequently, prices are forced up, but 
the peculiarity of last year was, that France 
had a surplus to set against our deficiency. 
Now the usual rule has prevailed, and we 
shall have to supply our needs with France 
for a competing purchaser instead of a source 
of supply. The rapid rise in the pricé of 
corn during the last few weeks is thus easi 
to be accounted for, and, according to ali 
precedent, we shall uire a large import 
during the season which has now com- 
menced, and at a higher rarge of prices than 
those of last season. Whether the prices 
will go high enough to impoverish the work- 
ing classes materially, and so confirm and 
extend the present decline of trade, remains 
to be seen, but the —— of this result 
ought certainly to allowed for. If it is 
prevented at all, it will only beby tle 
abundance of the potato crop and the excei- 
lence of the root crops generally, which will 
no doubt mitigate the unfavorable effects of 
a bad wheat harvest. Another of the usual 
effects of a bad harvest—a drain of gold for 
export—will also be in question, and through 
this particular effect has, perhaps, become 
less sudden and dangerous than it used to 
be, on account of our more extended foreign 
trade and the facilities of telegraphic com- 
munication, the fact that we shall have a 
much larger bill than usual to pay, for im- 
ports of food will still have a tendency to 
turn the balance against us, and should not 
be wholly lost sight of.— From the London 
Economist.

Rerort oN Tuk Crops.— Reports dated 
Jacksonville, Ill., October 15th, received at 
the office of the national crop reporter, indi- 
cate the condition this year of the crops, as 
compared with those of 1872, as follows: 
On corn in States producing half the entire 
crop of the United States, there is a loss of 
26 percent. On wheat, in States producing 
over 40 per cent. of the entire crop, the gain 
is 6 1-2 per cent. On oats, in States pro- 
ducing 40 per cent. of the entire crop, the 
loss is 9 per cent. On hay, in States pro- 
ducing one-third of the entire crop, the cos 
is 7 per cent, and on swine, in States pro- 
ducing one-third of the entire crop, a loss of 
41-5 per cent. Indications are that a large- 
ly increased acreage of winter wheat has 
been sown this fall, and with few exceptions 
the condition of the growing crop is about 
the average. 

The report of the condition of tne corn 
crop leads to the conclusion that the esti- 
mated losses will be further increased as the 
extent of the damage becomes better known. 
the proportion of soft corn is very large. 
The report of the condition of fattening 
hogs from sections where the corn was most 
damaged by frost indicates that the average 
weight will be less than last season. The 
inferior fattening qua ity of the grain and 
the belief among farmers of higher prices 
for corn incline them to dispose of their 
stock in a comparatively immature condi- 
tion. 

Reports from Iowa and Illinois indicate 
increasing losses from hog cholera.

ta A new cereal has been grown in 
Oregon, and the people are puzzled as to 
whether it belongs to the wheat family or 
more nearly resembles rye, barley, or oats, 
opinions being very nearly equally divided. 
From seven to ten stalks grow from one 
root to a hight of about four feet, and these 
stalks, or straws, are thin and hard. The 
radicals are tough, and spread widely. The 
heads are six inches in length, and covered 
with «a heavy beard, each filiment being five 
inches long. The grain is double the length 
of a kernel of wheat, and instead of being 
firm and compact, is hollow, the cavity con- 
taining glutinous matter. ‘While the grain 
bears a closer resemblance to whe:t than 
anything else, the straw looks more like 
that of rye or barley. Its origin is some- 
what peculiar, the first grain having been 
taken trom the stomach of a wild goose by 
a farmer in ‘Tillamock county, nearly three 
years ago. He was struck with its appeuar- 
ance, and planted it, and the succeeding 
season sowed the product. He distributed 
a portion of the second crop among a few 
friends in different parts of the State, who 
this year raised small quantities. It will re- 
quire another year to determine the value of 
the grain.

NoBLe Conpuct or A Doc.—Among the 
vessels which went ashore during the August 
gales on the Nova Scotia coast, was the 
schooner J. C. Smith, of Wellfleet, which 
went on near Mt. Mademoiselle. Soon after 
she struck, several of the crew swung ashore 
by the staysail halliards. Four were 
drowned. One young man was washed over- 
board, and while vainly struggling in the 
surf, was seen by a large Newfoundland dog, 
which was at the top of the bluff, fully fif- 
teen feet above the water. In an instant he 
plunged over the precipice, and in almost as 
little time as it takes to tell it was out 
among the rocks and undertow. He disap- 
peared from sight for severai minutes and 
when next seen had gotten his own body 
partly over a rock, backwards, and while 
almost strangled himself was dragging forth 
with indomitable grip the drowning youth. 
Che struggle was successful, both boy and 
dog were saved, although nearly exhausted 
when they reached the shore. 





‘THE GRANGES AND THE WORKING MEN. 
Mr S. M. Smith, Secretary of the Illinois 
State Farmers’ Association, writes to the 
Workingmen’s Central Council of New 
York in regard to furnishing supplies of 
provisions at first cost prices. He says their 
communications have been read befure the 
farmers’ associations in the West, and have 
met with universal approbation, the only 
thing in the way being the want of mills to 
grind the wheat ; that the granges declare 
this will be obviated by the erection of mills 
of their own so soon as they can get the co- 
operative capital concentrated. He enlarged 
further on the good will of the farmers, 
and the advisability of perfecting mutu- 
al arrangements before the winter sets 
in.

proposing several questions on manures, 
with the request that replies be sent. A 
single premium of $25 is offered by the 
State Board of Agriculture for the best prac- 
tical essay on manures, or on any separate 
topic embraced in the queries. Essays are 
to be sent to the Secretary by Jan- 
uary 1, 1874, at West Cornwall. The 
State pomologist, P. M. Augur of Middle- 
field also propounds in the same circu- 
lar questions relative to fruits and arboricul- 
ture, 





te The oldest organ in the United States 
is in the chapel of St. John’s Church at 
Portsmouth. It was imported in August, 
1713, and presented by Thomas Brattle to 
the Queen’s Chapel in Boston, which after 
the death of Queen Anne, was called King’s 
Chapel. In 1756 the organ was sold to St. 
Paul's church in this town, where it remain- 
ed until 1836, eighty years, when it was 
again sold to St. John’s church in Ports- 
mouth for $350. A new case was added, 
and it has remained in the ehapel ever since 
and is still in good order.
